TIVE 8ESSION OF THE SENATE. 



tnatlns; Keeerder Metthews Arter His 
Formal Kajactloa By the Senate— Varl- 
ou.

Washington, Dec 29.— Tlie president's 
reasons for renomiatius. Recorder Matthews 
after bil formal rejection by the senate were 
given in a formal letter accompanying the 
aaooiid uomination. This message has been 
treat. <l as a part of tbs secrets of the exncu- 
tive session ami baa therefore been withheld 
from Mm public. The letter is hm follows: 
-TO the 8 ilk- of the United 8 .a tea: 

"l noiuiuate Janus C Matthews, of New 
York, to be reorder of deeda in tbe District 
of Columbia, in place of Frederick Hi .u.ina., 
resigned. This nomination wan sent to tbe 
seuete at it* laat ssesion upon the retirement 
of tbe previous incumbent, who, for a num- 
ber of years have held the otfloe to which it 
refers. In the laat days of tba session tbe 
senate declined to coutinn the nomination. 
Opposition to tba appointment of Mr. Mat- 
thews to the office for which ba waa named 
was developed among tbe citisens of tba Dis- 
trict of Columbia, ostensibly upon the 
ground that tbe nominee waa not a resident 
•f tbe district, and it la supposed that such 
opposition, vo soma extent at least, influenced 
the determination of the question of bis coii- 

"Mr. Matt news has now been in occupancy 
of the ollioe to whioh ba waa nominated for 
more than four months, and ha haa, in the 
performance of tha duties thereof, won the 
approval of all those having business to 
transact with tbe office, aud has rendered 
important service in rescuing the records of 
the district from loaa and illegibility. I am 
informed that bis management of Uiia office 
has removed much of the opposition to bis 
appointment which has heretofore existed. 

"I have ventured, therefore, in view of 
the demonstrated fitness of this nominee, aud 
with tbe understanding that the objections 
heretofore urged against bis selection have, 
to a great extent subsided, and confessing a 
desire to co-operate in tendering to our col- 
ored fellow-citisens Just recognition aud the 
aUiio*t good laitb, to again hiibmit tins nom- 
ination to the senate for couliriuation, at tuo 
same timn declaring anv intention to ques- 
tion its previous action in th • premises.
